HRM proposes tax increases 


budget If Halifax regional 
council approves the budg¬ 
et it tabled last night, it’s 
going to get a little more 
expensive to live in HRM. 

Staff had to squeeze 
$35.5 million out of the 
budget this year and it’s 
proposing the following to 
make that happen: 

•A 1.7 per cent general 
tax rate increase. 

• Increases in the rural 
and urban transit tax rates. 

• No more weekly green 
cart pickup during sum¬ 


mer months. 

• Closing some visitor in¬ 
formation centres. 

• Changes to recreational 
programs. 

• No trap-neuter-release 
program or zebra cross¬ 
walk stripes. 

• Suspended streetscaping 
projects. 

• Higher user fees for 
items such as ice rentals. 

• No new trails that don’t 
have funding already. 

• No new public art proj¬ 
ects such as murals. 


• Suspension of the Com¬ 
munity Facility Partner¬ 
ship Grant program. 

The five-year transit ex¬ 
pansion plan remains in 
effect, which means 10 
new buses this year, ex¬ 
tending Access A Bus and 
opening the Ragged Lake 
Operations Centre and the 
Dartmouth Terminal. 

The debt will also con¬ 
tinue to go down $5 mil¬ 
lion in the next year.

The RCMP has launched a 
criminal investigation of 
one current MLA and four 
former members who left 
the legislature last year. 

Auditor general Jacques 
Lapointe revealed yester¬ 
day he had turned five files 
over to police last week 
when his forensic audit in¬ 
to MLA spending revealed 
the five members may 
have committed 


illegal acts. But

“And, frankly, some of 
them, if we’re right, they’ll 
know anyway,” he said. 

Former Liberal MLA 
Dave Wilson resigned his 
seat and hired a lawyer 
when Lapointe first tried 
to question him in March. 
Yesterday, Lapointe con¬ 
firmed Wilson never did 
consent to speak with 
him. Lapointe wouldn’t 
say if he spoke to Wilson’s 
lawyer.

He will return June 9 to 
enter a plea. 

The cross burning hap¬ 
pened in February outside 
the Poplar Grove home of 
an interracial couple. 

Michelle Lyon, who is 
white, and her fiance, 
Shayne Howe, who is 
black, discovered a two- 
metre-high cross burning 
on their yard. 

Justin Rehberg, 19, has 
already entered a plea of 
not guilty and will go to 
trial Oct. 18. 

The brothers face 
charges of public 
incitement of hatred, 
criminal harassment, 
uttering threats and mis¬ 
chief.

All three political parties 
insist no one in their cau¬ 
cus is the sitting MLA po¬ 
lice are investigating for 
alleged illegal acts.

One released from jail, another stays 

Teenager facing breach of probation charge along with reckless driving rap in fatal weekend crash

One of two 18-year-olds 
facing charges after a fatal 
motor vehicle accident 
claimed the life of David 
Alexander Julien will 
remain behind bars until 
at least tomorrow. 

Matthew Lesley Grimm 
and Thomas Glen Dixon, 
both of Cole Harbour, were 
charged yesterday in rela¬ 
tion to the crash on Cran¬ 
berry Crescent in Dart¬ 
mouth around 10 p.m. on 
Sunday. 

Grimm, who Halifax Re¬ 
gional Police say was be¬ 
hind the wheel of 
the white Honda Ac¬ 
cord that sped out of 
control and slammed 
into a power pole, is 
charged with danger¬ 
ous operation of a 
motor vehicle caus¬ 
ing death, two 
counts of breach of David 
an undertaking and Julien 
one count of breach 
of probation. 

The breach of probation 
charge stems from a sen¬ 
tence in December for 
theft under $5,000. The 
maximum sentence for 
dangerous operation of a 
motor vehicle causing 
death is 14 years in prison. 

In Dartmouth provincial 
court yesterday, Grimm 
was remanded to the Burn¬ 
side jail with another court 
appearance set for Thurs¬ 
day, where it should be de¬

termined whether he re¬ 
ceives bail or not. 

His arraignment hearing 
was held over yesterday. 

Dixon is facing one 
charge of breach of an un¬ 
dertaking. He was released 
on bail with conditions 
and is due back in court on 
June 18. 

The two made 
brief appearances in 
court separately. 
Neither said any¬ 
thing, but Grimm 
could be seen trying 
to communicate 
non-verbally several 
times with people 
sitting in the court¬ 
room gallery. 

Witnesses say after the 
crash, the driver and other 
passenger took off running 
from the vehicle while the 
victim, who wasn’t wear¬ 
ing a seatbelt, was uncon¬ 
scious in the back seat. 

Julien, a Dartmouth resi¬ 
dent and Grade 10 student 
at Prince Andrew High 
School, was assisted by sev¬ 
eral nearby residents at the 
crash site, and later by para¬ 
medics, but died at the 
scene. Grimm and Dixon

Grimm was asked by a 
reporter if he had anything 
to say to the family of 
David Alexander Julien, the 
15-year-old victim of Sun¬ 
day’s fatal single-vehicle 
crash in Dartmouth for 
which Grimm is accused of 
being responsible. 

Grimm, who police say 
was driving the car that 
crashed into a pole, 
responded with “sorry” be¬ 
fore being placed into the 
sheriff’s van. 

Grimm will remain in 
custody at the Burnside jail 
until an arraignment hear¬ 
ing takes place tomorrow. 

Thomas Glen Dixon, the 
other passenger in the car 
besides the victim was 
granted bail and left the 
courthouse without com¬ 
ment with a hooded 
sweatshirt draped over his 
face.

Attempted murder charge for ex-con

shop in Lower Sackville 
last month. 

Joseph Endelle Chan, 29, 
is also facing 11 weapons 
charges and is scheduled 
to appear in Halifax 
provincial court on May 31 
for an arraignment hear¬ 
ing. 

Chan was arrested by 
Halifax Regional Police on 
April 15 when officers al¬ 


lege they noticed a man 
walking in public with an 
open beer can. 

Police say the man, later 
identified as Chan, then 
ran from the officers and 
attempted to evade them 
by hiding between parked 
cars. 

Police say they located 
the man and a brief strug¬ 
gle ensued. A search of the 
area turned up a handgun 
and some hash. 

That handgun then un¬ 
derwent testing by police 
and Halifax Royal Canadi¬ 
an Mounted Police said 
yesterday it was tied to the 
shooting in Lower 
Sackville.

In that incident on April 
8, police say a man with a 
bandana or shirt covering 
his face entered Catch a 
Look Clothing Barber Shop 
and got into an argument 
with a patron.

The man then fled the 
area in a red four-door ve¬ 
hicle. 

Six people were in the 
store at the time. There 
were no injuries. 

RCMP spokesman Cpl. 
Joe Taplin wouldn’t dis¬ 
close the motive for the 
shooting, saying “it’s all 
evidentiary now.” 

Chan has been at the 
Burnside jail since his ar¬ 
rest on April 15. 

Since 2000, Joseph En¬ 
delle Chan has been found 
guilty for various offences, 
among them being rob¬ 
bery, possession of a 
loaded weapon and resist¬ 
ing arrest.

Staff released the 2010-11 
budget at the Halifax re¬ 
gional council meeting last 
night and if it’s approved 
taxes and some fees will go 
up while some HRM servic¬ 
es will be reduced. 


“The new budget is by no 
means pain-free,” warned 
chief administration officer 
Dan English. 

Staff used an average 
house assessed at $180,200 
and within a kilometre of 
transit to calculate the tax 
increases: A 1.7 per cent 
general tax increase along 
with increases to the transit 
rate and others will mean 
an extra $56 on the tax bill. 

Staff are trying to cut ex¬ 


penses and raise revenues 
to compensate for a $35.5- 
million shortfall. 

Transit expansion, com¬ 
pensation increases to staff, 
the province increasing the 
HST, and a hit on solid 
waste operations are a few 
reasons why the municipal¬ 


ity is struggling to balance 
its books this year. 

For residents it could 
mean a higher tax bill but 
also no weekly summer 
green cart service, increase 
in many user fees and re¬ 
ductions to several city-run 
programs. 


Staff are expecting these 
changes to take effect July 
1 . 

For HRM staff it means 
fewer jobs. Six or seven 
workers have been laid off 
in the reduction of visitor 
information centres and 
cemetery services. Sixty 
full-time positions will be 
lost through attrition and 
hiring freezes. It’s proposed 
the city will also cancel its 
holiday service at the call 


centre. 

Cathie O’Toole, director 
of finance, told council it 
may need to get used to the 
fact the same level of serv¬ 
ice may not be there. 

“We have to get comfort¬ 
able saying no,” she said. 

Councillors tabled the 
budget at their meeting last 
night and agreed not to de¬ 
bate it until after several 
workshops this week and a 
debate on Friday. 


Sable Island to be designated a national park

environment Sable Island, 
the crescent-shaped spit 
of land fabled for its wild 
horses and sand dunes, 
will be designated a na¬ 
tional park, the federal 
and Nova Scotia govern¬ 
ments announced yester¬ 
day. 

Federal Environment 
Minister Jim Prentice said 
the designation, which 
will follow a round of 
public consultations, will 
give the ecologically sensi¬ 
tive island the highest lev¬ 
el of protection under fed¬ 
eral law. 

“It’s the gold standard 
of ecological protection,” 
Prentice told a news con¬ 
ference in Ottawa. 

“Having Sable Island 
within the family of our 
treasured places, as part 
of a national parks sys¬ 
tem, gives us the greatest 
control over protecting its 
future.” 

The windswept 40-lcilo- 
metre long island sits 
about 180 kilometres 
southeast of Nova Scotia. 

Mark Butler, policy di¬ 
rector for the Halifax- 
based Ecology Action Cen¬ 
tre, applauded the govern¬ 
ments’ decision to create 
a park rather than desig¬ 
nate the island a national 
wildlife area under the 
Canada Wildlife Act. 

“Unfortunately, the

• Provincial Natural Re¬ 
sources Minister John Mac- 
Donell said public consulta¬ 
tions, which begin next 
month, will help determine 
how many people can visit 
the island and how the new 
park will be operated. How¬ 
ever, Federal Environment 
Minister Jim Prentice made 
it clear the island will not be 
off limits to sightseers. 

Canadian Wildlife Serv¬ 
ice, which manages 
wildlife areas, has very lit¬ 
tle resources and experi¬ 
ence managing remote 
sites,” he said in an inter¬ 
view. “Parks Canada has 
much more experience in 
that domain.” 

Butler said the key con¬ 
sideration in drafting the 
island’s management plan 
will be the limits set on 
park visitors. When the 
idea of making the island 
a national park was first 
raised in January, critics 
said Sable’s fragile habitat 
could be harmed by a sud¬ 
den influx of tourists. 

“I would like to see 
more virtual visits to the 
island than real visits,” 
Butler said. “It’s impor¬ 
tant that we don’t love 
the place to death.” 

He said it would be a 


mistake to build infra¬ 
structure to accommodate 
more visitors because the 
island can barely sustain 
the small number of re¬ 
searchers who work 
there. 

Alan Latourelle, CEO of 
Parks Canada, said that 
won’t happen. 

“I don’t see us building 
significant new infrastruc¬ 


ture,” he said in an inter¬ 
view. “In certain circum¬ 
stances, we build infra¬ 
structure, but it’s to pro¬ 
tect either species or vege¬ 
tation.” 

Between 100 and 200 
people visit the island 
every year. About 50 are 
sightseers and the rest are 
researchers or employees 
of Environment Canada, 


and Fisheries and Oceans 
Canada. 

Aside from its wild 
beauty, Sable Island is also 
known as a potentially 
rich resource for natural 
gas. The Sable Offshore 
Energy Project, which in¬ 
cludes wells within sight 
of the island, has been in 
production since 1999.

Last month, Ma Yaohai, a 
53-year-old college profes¬ 
sor, and 21 others went on 
trial in the city of Nanjing, 
accused of “group licen¬ 
tiousness” — the first time 
anyone has been charged 
under a 1997 law in a case 
that has snagged huge pub¬ 
lic interest with its titillat¬ 
ing details. 

But aside from rampant 
curiosity in the swinger 
lifestyle, the uproar also 
touched off a deeper debate 
about sexual freedom in a 
country that is trying to re¬ 
shape its own modem 
morality. A verdict on Ma, 
the only member to plead 
innocent, is expected to¬ 


morrow, said his lawyer, 
Yao Yongan. The charge car¬ 
ries a maximum sentence 
of five years in prison. 

Much of the public scruti¬ 
ny has been on the lifestyle 
of “partner swapping,” as 
it’s known in Chinese. 

Newspapers have noted 
the lurid details: The Inter¬ 
net chat room Ma set up for 
swingers was called “Trav¬ 
elling Couples,” his person¬ 
al sign-on was “bighomy- 
fire,” his orgies were some¬ 
times held in the small 
apartment he shares with 
his Alzheimer’s-stricken 
mother. 

His trial highlights the 
vast social changes that Chi¬ 
na has undergone in the 
decades since it embraced 
economic reform, as many 
question whether China’s 
laws on sexual behaviour 
are lagging behind the 
times.

For a team with six 
provincial men’s soccer 
titles in the past seven 
years, Halifax City has an 
inexplicable way of flying 
under the radar.

He was using his head — 
utilizing available infor¬ 
mation technology — just 
like many of us are doing 
now, by downloading all 
those new apps for i- 
Phones, and other smart¬ 
phones. 

By far, the most popular 
automotive-related apps, 
all concern navigation 
and/or finding stuff. 
Which doesn’t surprise 
me, we’re always lost 
somehow. 

Consider G-Park, which 


will direct you back to 
your parked car. 

In case you’re wonder¬ 
ing there is no G-Pants, 
which might direct you 
back to where you’ve for¬ 
gotten your pants. 

Other popular “finder” 
apps are Trapster, which 
helps you find speed traps, 
and the Hortons Finder, 
which helps you find, well, 
Tim Hortons coffee. As far 
as I know, the two are not 
related. 

Toronto Traffic is an app 

that allows you quickly 
view all the city’s traffic 
cameras, to help you plan 
your commute. It was so 
successful, you’ll now also 
find Montreal Traffic, Van¬ 
couver Traffic, Calgary 
Traffic, and Quebec Traffic. 

TomTom and NAVIGON are 
the biggest selling naviga¬ 
tion apps on the i-Tunes 
app store, and unlike most 
apps, which are free or less 
than 10 bucks, these are on 
the pricey side, at $59.99 
and $39.99, respectively. 

Of course, the i-Phone 
can be a good navigator 
and friend to car lovers, 
because it contains both a 



GPS system and an ac¬ 
celerometer. 

The latter measures for¬ 
ward and lateral G forces, 
so it’s possible to measure 
acceleration, speed, dis¬ 
tance travelled, engine 
power, etc. If you feel the 
need to do that, consider 
apps like Dynolicious or 
GMeter. Judging by some of 
the comments from users, 
they work well enough for 
enthusiasts, 
but proba¬ 
bly would¬ 
n’t satisfy 
GM or 

NASA. 

There are 
also a large 
number of 
apps that 

will help you 
track gas con¬ 
sumption, ex¬ 
penses, and 
maintenance 
requirements. 

Consider Gas 
Cubby, Car Minder 
Plus, or Accufuel. 

You can go as 
deep as your ob¬ 
sessive-compulsive 
heart desires, with 


an app, but a website de¬ 
signed for phone browsers, 
allowing you to search for 
used vehicles and access 
third-party vehicle history 
reports. 

There are also obviously 
many entertainment apps 
out there with automotive 
themes. The game Grand 
Theft Auto: Chinatown Wars 
has been recently released. 
But the number one free i- 
Phone app right now is the 
Volkswagen Touareg Chal¬ 
lenge, which is a blend of 
game, information pack¬ 
age, and marketing mes¬ 
sage about the all-new 
2011 Touareg. 

I’ll leave you to your 
own devices, to decide 
which automotive apps 
are for you. Apple, Black¬ 
berry, Nokia, Palm, etc., all 
have “app” stores, and 
ere are many more 
that can be found by 
searching the web. 
Because most 
apps are free or 
extremely 
cheap, most peo¬ 
ple try a bunch, 
before settling on 
the ones that work 


exportable spread sheets, 
graphs, etc., or you can 
just set it to remind you to 
change the oil at least once 
during your lifetime. 

There are also apps for 
vehicle shopping, like the 
Car and Driver’s Buyers 
Guide, although be warned 
that all the ones I saw, fea¬ 
ture only American infor¬ 
mation, so no Canadian 
models, pric¬ 
ing, or metric 
speak.

Behind a good app 

Mark Pavlidis, the soft¬ 
ware developer behind 
Montreal Traffic, Vancouver 
Traffic, etc., told us that the 
latest industry report pegs 
the number of phone apps 
currently available at 
160,000 and counting. He al¬ 
so notes that the typical use 
case for any app is less than 
30 seconds. "You basically 
fire it up, use it, and move 
on." As a developer he's 
keenly aware of how some 
apps are more “polished” 
than others. Look for apps 
that have obvious “touch 
points" on their pages, al¬ 
low their pages to be 
flipped by finger swipes, 
and don't clutter up the 
phone's tiny display area 
with instructional text. 

well and/or satisfy their 
particular needs and 
wants. So if you’re not 
there yet, what’s stopping 
you? Let’s all get appy.

C anadian employ¬ 
ers often assume 
that any miscon¬ 
duct is ample 
cause to fire their 
employees. They are gener¬ 
ally mistaken. This is the 
story of one employer who 
learned this lesson the hard 
way. 

Having worked for the 
same ownership at Regina- 
based Image 1 Hair Team 
for 22 years, hair stylist 
Lenna Bohay was shocked 
to learn that the Salon’s 
owners had sold the Salon 


to another stylist, Kelly 
Brown. Bohay and Brown 
were no longer friends, and 
the sale meant that she 
would lose a number of 
health benefits. 

Upset at the sale and dis¬ 
traught about her personal 
life, Bohay was overheard 
griping about the sale and 
Brown’s ability to run the 
Salon. When Brown 
learned that Bohay was not 
taking the news well, she 
confronted her. The two 
met after work and Bohay 
denied mocking the sale, 
explaining that she was 
having family problems. In 
her explanation, Bohay 
used the “F-word” a num¬ 
ber of times. According to 
Brown, Bohay told her to 
“f-koff.” 

Believing that Bohay’s 
profanity and attitude pro¬ 
vided ample cause to dis¬ 


miss her without warning, 
Brown immediately fired 
her. Bohay struck back with 
a wrongful dismissal law¬ 
suit. Bohay’s lawyer argued 
that Bohay’s comments did 
not justify her dismissal 
since her outburst was iso¬ 
lated and she had not been 
previously warned. The 
judge agreed. 

The Salon had an obliga¬ 
tion to consider Bohay’s sit¬ 
uation, including her other¬ 
wise stellar employment 
record, her personal prob¬ 
lems and testimony that 
her outburst was out of 
character. Further, for pro¬ 
fanity to justify her dis¬ 
missal, the court stated 
that Bohay had to be first 
warned.

Mock action hero 


Big screen spinoff of SNL's MacGruber hijacks the genre

It’s been 10 years since the 
last time a character from 
Saturday Night Live got a 
feature length spinoff 
(that would be the under¬ 
whelming The Ladies Man 
for those keeping score at 
home), but this week a 
new entry in the comedy 
subgenre of SNL movies 
hits the big screen. 

MacGruber started as a 
brief parody of the ’80s DIY 
crimefighter MacGyver. The 
sketches were simple: Mac¬ 
Gruber struggled to create a 
homemade bomb-defusing 
device while bickering with 
his scene partners before 
being blown up in a stock 
footage explosion. 


These 90-second sketch¬ 
es struck a chord with au¬ 
diences, peaking with a Su¬ 
per Bowl commercial fea¬ 
turing MacGyver him¬ 
self, Richard Dean 
Anderson. It’s not 
exactly a sketch 
begging for big 
screen treatment, 
but one that Will 
Forte and co-writer/di- 
rector Jorma Taccone 
(known for his directing 
work on SNL’s Internet- 
ready Digital Shorts) have 
turned into one of the best 
SNL movie spinoffs to ever 
theaters. 

The reason MacGruber 
works as a film is because 
the creators didn’t simply 
repeat their sketch formu¬ 
la, but expanded the scope 
of the character to create a 


loving homage/parody of 
testosterone driven action 
films. 

“It’s a lot different than 
the sketch,” Will Forte 
says. “I think people 
are expecting that 
it’s just going to be 
the sketch over 
and over again for 
90 minutes, but 
they should be pleas¬ 
antly surprised by how dif¬ 
ferent it is.” 

“I think in terms of the 
inspiration, the movie real¬ 
ly came from our love of 
late ’80s and early ’90s ac¬ 
tion movies,” says Jorma 
Taccone. “This was our at¬ 
tempt at making an ode to 
those movies, so we want¬ 
ed everything surrounding 
MacGruber to be as dead¬ 
pan and serious as possi¬ 


ble. Out intention was to 
make it less goofy than you 
would expect from an SNL 
movie.” 

As a result, the film 
looks like a glossy block¬ 
buster, is packed with ex¬ 
plosions, and features a 
cast of dramatic actors like 
Val Kilmer and Powers 
Boothe playing their silly 
roles absolutely straight. 

MacGruber doesn’t feel 
like a movie rooted in 
sketch comedy, but a vin¬ 
tage action flick high¬ 
jacked by some subversive 
comic minds willing to 
have their hero distract 
machine gun toting vil¬ 
lains by stripping nude and 
using a stock of celery in 
an unnatural manner. 

Sure, it’s not exactly 
high art, but it is incredibly 
funny and surprisingly cin¬ 
ematic given the origins of 
the piece. 

“When Lome Michaels 
suggested the movie we 
were as skeptical as every¬ 
one else because let’s face

It’s hard to imagine any¬ 
one discussing a follow¬ 
up to something called 
Shrek: The Final Chapter, 
but star Cameron Diaz in¬ 
sists she’s ready, willing 
and able to lend her voice 
as Princess Fiona again. 

“It’s easy. It’s not like 
asking me if I’m going to 
do Charlie’s Angels 10 
years from now,” Diaz says. 
“It’s a little different fitting 
into those pants from 10 
years ago. But with Shrek 
of course we get to go back 
to whatever they will be 10 
years from now. And hope¬ 
fully we won’t have to wait 
that long.” 

After four films, Diaz 
definitely feels close to 
Princess Fiona, who in the 
latest chapter gets recast 
as something of a warrior 
princess, thanks to an It’s a 
Wonderful Life-inspired 
plot plopping the titular 
ogre in a world in which 
he’d never been born. But 
for Diaz, Fiona with a bat¬ 


tle axe wasn’t much of a 
stretch. “Fiona’s always 
been a warrior. It’s just 
been a different tone for 
this film,” she says. “She’s 
been a warrior of love 
through all of these films 
— what she’s worked for, 
what she’s fought for 
is the love that she 
has for herself 
and the love that 
she has for 
Shrek and her 
family and 
friends.” 

And while the 
twisting plot gave 
her a chance to express a 
different side of her char¬ 
acter, there are still some 
things Diaz herself would 
like to go back and undo. 
“When I first started the 
movie, when I did my 
voice, I didn’t know who 
was playing my parents,” 
she says. Diaz admits she 
would’ve gone for some¬ 
thing a little more Angli¬ 
can “if I had known that 
Fiona’s parents both had 
British accents — that it 
was Julie Andrews and 
John Cleese. It was one of 


those things like, Wait a 
second! How come I sound 
like I’m from California?”’ 

And while she might not 
resemble her green- 
skinned on-screen counter¬ 
part in real life that much, 
that hasn’t saved Diaz 
from some uncom¬ 
fortable fan en¬ 
counters — 
though it’s 
usually the 
parents. “I’ve 
had parents 
come up with 
their kids and 
say, ‘Do you know 
who this is? This is 
Princess Fiona.’ And the 
kids are literally in tears,” 
Diaz says. 

“I try to stop them be¬ 
fore they tell them because 
as a kid, you fall in love 
with characters and you 
want them to be real. You 
don’t want to believe 
there’s a human being be¬ 
hind it. Same way you 
want to believe in Santa 
Claus or the Easter Bunny. 
So I’m always like, ‘Please 
don’t tell them. Don’t.’ Let 
Fiona exist as Fiona.”
